Tho Finance Minister, Mr, 
Soong, Ja understocd to be strong- 
ly opposed to a moratorium so 
long as the Customs revenue (ot 
which ‘the import duties are col- 
lected in gold units) is sufficient 
to moet loan commitments. 

If, however, silver alumpa &o 
much as practically to stagnate 
imports, and thus seriously affect 
the Customs revenue, the position

INDIANS AND THE 
FRANCHISE. 


Now that the Indian delegates to 
the Round Table Conference are 
again back in their own country, we 
may soon expect to hear of their 
establishing contact with Gandhi, 
in the hope of xecuring a Insting and 
honourable pence in that troubled 
Innd. It is something to the good 
thnt the delegates have issued a 
manifesto in which they appeal to 
all partics to co-operate in bringing 
the work, of the Conference to a 
completion. This supports the 
statement made when they Ieft 
England that they were sworn to 
do their utmost to secure agreement 
on the basis of the proposals put 
forward by the Conference and con- 
tained in the Prime Minister's de- 
claration of Government policy. As 
we have said all along, everything 
Practically hinges on the attitude 
of Gandhi, who now haa the greatest 
opportunity which has ever come 
his way of helping in the solution 
of a problem which hag hitherto de- 
fied all the efforts of statesmen, 

Meanwhile, It will be Interesting 
if we turn for a moment to a rather 
striking suggestion which hay been 
made by Mr. H. N. Brailsford, tho 
well-known publicist, in regard to 
the question of internal govern- 


ment in Indin. [4 will be recalled 
that In its statement of policy, the 
British Government urged the 
granting of n more Hberal franchise 
tdé the masses. Nothing was saig 
an to the extent to which conces- 
sions should be made on these lines, 
but’ Mr. Brallaford now comes for-’ 
ward with what he admits may com 
a daring proposal—namoly, that we 
must do in Indla what we have dohe 
in Céyion, and base thé Constitu-, 
tion on universal or at least of man- 
hood suffrage. Bearing in, mind 
the huge’ percentage of illiteracy 
amongst the: people of Indin, this 
may seem a rash ’ suggestion, but 
the author of the proposal ‘Says, that 
ns one learns ; to know ‘the 
villages of Indi, the diMculty tends 
to disappear. The peasants; he 
points out, do not think, and would 
hot, vote,, ag individuals. They 
suffer nnd think ns a compact mass, 
and as a mass each Vvillager-would 
vote. Therefore to ask whether we 


‘lsent,' the tenant 


control over government, on the: 
owner of the village. That, says; 
Mr.’ Brailsford, would be tolerable 


., if the interests of owner and tenant 
{wore identical, but In fact they are 


vialently ‘opposed, and the landlord 
would use his political power to per- 


petuate one of the worst systems of}. 


tenure which survive in the modern 
world. The devisers of Indiaon Con- 
atitutions have been sedulous In 
providing for tho representation of 
milnorities, and it is now: pertinent 
to ask whether the time hna not 
come to provide also for the repre- 
sdntation of the majority., At ore- 
masses of the 
villages have rarely a vote and never 
a representative, 

The ideas which Mr, Brailaford 
has pul forward may net meet with 
immedinte approval, but if they are 
seriously considered it will be seen 
that thay are based on sound prin- 
ciples. A year ago, they may have 
been considered wholly fantastical, 
but we have to remember that a 
new India has wakened to action, 
and that there has latterly been a 
marked change of view manifesting 
itself everywhere regarding the 
{ndian problem. After a study of 
the question on the spot, Mr. 
Brailsford has reached the conclu- 
sion that Indian thought {x not 
busying {itself with constitutional 
issues, such as the basis of Federa- 
tlon, It. has been driven down to 
the naked facta of village Hife—the 
Btarvation and the usurious debts, 
the taxes and the rents that go to 
landlords who perform no social 
function. These will certainly be 
the first problems that a self- 
governing India will have to face, 
and it ja well that in the final fram- 
ing of any Constitution, due noti¢e 
should be taken of these vital fac- 
tors. Unless we want te see Rus- 
alan history repeated in Indfa, it 
would be wise to arm the masses 
with constitutional weapons, 


Unemployment Finance. 


The British Treasury hag fasucd 
a very outspoken Memorandum on 
the growing costs of social services 
for the benefit of the Royal Com- 
missian which*is dealing with the 


unemployment problem. This Cam- 
mlasion, by the way, as will be seen 
from the personnel given In our 
‘news columns, is an altogether ‘im- 
partial body, representative neither 
of ‘employers nor employces, and its 
investigation of one of the biggest 
questions now facing Britain should 
be of the utmost value. There is 
a widesprend demand that expendi- 
ture on social services, nnd especial- 
ly on unemployment relief, must be 
cut, in Which connexton It in’ re- 
freshing to note that the Treasury, 
obviously with the approval of Mr. 
Snowden, is recommending an em- 
ergency scheme involving reduced 
benefits and inerensed contributions. 
In fairness to the present Govern- 
met, [t must be stated that the ‘pre- 
sent lavish expenditure on unem- 
ployment relief is not wholly due to 
the Labour Administration; the 
costs of al! soclal services had been 
immensely raised by preceding Gov-

modity, It is said to have renched 
a record low price in history, 

Will the dumping of surplug on 
China improve matters? Expert 
opinton is doubt/ul, even if China 
agreed, which is more than doubt- 
ful. There is no shortage of 
silver in China, Stocks are filling 
the bank vaults in the treaty ports 
to overflowing. There is, how- 
ever, a “shortage” of circulation. 
It {s estimated that In Shanghai 
alone the store is as much ag 200,- 
000,000 ounces, or three times 
more thah the atocks of five or 
six years’ ago. Partly the metal 
has flowed in from the countrins 
which have deserted silver for gold 
aa their standard of currency. 
Partly it has come from the tn- 
terior of China for safe keoping.

PROFESSOR ROBERTSON AT

Professor Robertvon’s Address, 


Professor Robertaon, snid:—I 
must apologise for having chosen. 
such a depressing subject as thia 
on which to talk to-day, It ia un- 
fortunate that in Hongkong at pre- 
sent we seem to bo suffering from 
various phases of depressions, not 
excluding climatic depreasions, and 
it ia possible that some medabers 
have come here to-day rather in a 
mood to be cheered than ,to be de.

the dollar. I have limited my ad- 
dress to the matter of the relation 
between the gold monctary system 
and trade depresston. : 

This matter is a highly con- 
troversial one ‘aud cconomists, 
bankers, industrialists, and finan- 
ciers all hold very different opinions 
on the matter. When I expresa 
any views, they should be taken 
merely as offered to you, not thrown 
at you. 1 have given a certain 

* amount of attention to the aubject 
Nin the last few months, and I have 
been very much — impress. 
ed with the vast diversity of opinion 
on the subject. 


Complex Mechanism. 


The question centres round the 
instability of industry, and in this 
connexion with our complex monc- 
tary mechanism. ,We have been 
experiencing, in the past yenr and 
a half, a very decided industrial 
depression. That is not un- 
Precedonted. There have been 
many such depressions in, the past, 
and economists have become ac- 
oustomed to regarding the industrial 
cycles, as they call them, ay an In- 
avitable accompaniment to our pre- 
sent system. These = recurring 
cycles are probably connected with 
the monetary system, although it 
might be rash to say that the whola 
underlying force ia.to be found in 
money, 

. At the same time, in addition to 
these recurring cycles, there Ia the 
longer period movementa. There 
are long period changes in the value 
of money reflected In price levels, 
and this, also, may be explained 
briefly at Icast by defects of our 
monetary system. The question at 
least fs an intareating one, as to. 
how far our monetary system Is to 
be held responsiblo for the changes, 

_- both of the short perlod ahd the 
long period in price levela, and the 
concurring changes in industry. 

_ The connexion between ‘money 
and price levels {a a complex -onc, 
and it is very commonly. stated that 
the more moncy there is the higher 
the price levels. will be. I mean, 
by price levels, the general love! of 
prices, taken ona list of standard 
comimoditics. That is merely ex- 
and when one 
comes to examine the mannor of the 
relationship between moncy and- 
Prices, and how it is, worked cut, 
‘one sees considerable complexity 
which Is not apparent at firat sight. 
‘Gold has come to be a generally 
adopted standard in the countries 
of the world. It is not of great 
ty as a monctary standard 

but ithhas favourably ‘established 
itself as the standard of all coun- 
tries of advanced industrial type. 
- Why it should be. so fs - another 
“mattor.. The erally conceived 
reason fa that with gold as a basis 
of cnrrertcy, you have not the gamo 
fluctuations which are likely to oc- 
cur: in any other commodity—gold

Gold Standards. 


A gold atandard, however, may 
mean different things. Before the 
war we were accustomed lo regard 
the gold standard an necessitating 
the circulation of gold colus, Since 
the war we have ceased lo regard 
that 4s essential, and to-day, in 
Great Britain for exumple, we have 
another form of geld etandard, 
which might be called 4 gold bullion 
standard, In each uf these, how- 
ever, the essence ofthe matter ia 
the same, namely that the attempt 
ia made to get a value of the money 
unit on & par with the value of the 
specific weight of the yellow metal. 
There ia also the gold exchange stan- 
dard which, I might mention at 
this Ume. This standard cssential- 
ly comes to the snine thing, namely, 
that the unit of the currency is kept 
more or less related to a certain 
fixed weight of gold. In other 
words, all these three gold standards 
come in their essentials to mean 
the snme, but, in practice, the last 
two, that is the geld -bullion stan- 
dard and the = gold exchange 
standard, are, perhaps, favourable 
owing to the fact that they 
economise the amount of gold which 
ia available for money, 

Ww is the amount of money 

i s available for the needs of 
trade? It is a fairly common de- 
lusion that money is vash, especial- 
ly bank notes or currency notes, 
but, of course, the preponderating® 
element in the purchasing media of 
a country is bank money. That ia 
to say deposits upon which cheques 
may be drawn by depositors; de- 
posits os constituting the liabilities 
of the bank, The amount of cash 
In actual circulation and In the re- 
xervoirs of the banks themuelves, is 
very small, compared with the actual 
amount of money, if we include 
bank . credit as we must do. A 
bank, either by law or by custom, 
must keep a certain proportion be- 
tween its deposits and its cash re- 
serves. When {t Iends and when 
it discounts, It is really increasing 
jta liabilities and the proportion 
between its reserves and, Habilitles 
declines unleas reserves are added 
to in some way, 

With the gold standard {n opera- 
tion, the amount of monetary gold 
available for the bank, for reserve 
purposes is the controlling factor. 
That is how gold comes into the 
question of .-the monetary 
machanism. So long as the gold 
standard exists, the mount of 
money available. for the needs of 
trade must have some. relation to 
the amount of gold available to the 
banks for their reserves. . : 

The question has arisen os to 
whether the maintenance of a 
minimum proportion of Mabilitics 
fy a good thine. Some economists 
have held that it would be wise to 
allow greater.clasticity jn thla res- 
pect, Other economists have 15- 
safled the whole system. Professor 
J.°M, Keyres, in hia Intest book, 
finds, so as I can understand, that 
the chief Factor in the industrial 
eyele is due to mismanagement of 
the banking system, owing to 
misunder-standing by the banks of 
the proper functions they should 
perform in the . country’a ‘in- 
dustrics. uot 

That is a mattor into which I can- 
not enter in- detail. I may. only 
state that, ‘according .to Keynes, 
should be a certain. 
equilibrium between the actual 
savings and the rate’ of 
Investment, and if the bank- 
ing-system does not maintain that 
equilibrium then Industrinl cycles 
are bound to appear. This is bound 
up also with the difference between 


the market rate of interest and the- 


natural, rate _ of interest, The 
farmer may rise but not suficiont- 
ly rapidly to meet the latter. At 
any: rate. although tho question is 
a complicated -one, it seems that, 
possibly, closer attention to tho 
banking mechanism of a ‘country 
might produce an Improvement in 
the manner in which harmony is 
obtained between money on the onc 
hand, and the ends of trade on the 
other. ! 

The question of the future pro- 
ductlon of gold is not sy pressing 
as the immediate question of tha 
oxisting trough of. depresdion, and 
with regard ‘to tho part played by 
the monotary factor in that. dopres- 
sion, we.can only say. that. future 
examination may prove that a

On the second part of his argu- 
ment relating to the notice, Mr, Pot- 
ter snid he would submit that, on 
the evidence, the directors — had 
mde it clear that they would have 
nothing Co do with the confirmatory 
meeting. Ther had made it clear 
that they would not convene a con- 
firmatory meeting because, as far 
as they were concerned, the resolu- 
tions on the requisition were not 
put to the first meeting, and they 
had nad no notice of it. 

By reason of correspondence, the 
directors Knew that a confirmatory 
meeting had been convened, but they 
did not taka the point then that’ 
the meeting would be out of order. 
They had no right to stand by 
and do nothing, as they should have 
taken the point at the time.

It is essential that future finan- 
cing in Chinn should be produc- 
tive..

Mr. J, Urmixton was in the chair, 
und proporned the confirmation of the 
resolution puased by the Emergency 
Committee, At the request of tha 
meeting, the following letter from Sir 
Frederick Wall, Secretary ‘of . the 
Football Associntion in England, wax 
Tena: 

lam worry to tind that a reply 
has not previously been sent to 
your foliowlng cable: ‘ 

“With reference to Chinese soccer 
touring tem this Association have 
decided after duc trial that players 
having accepted saunas of money 
have unwittingly forfeited amateur 
status, This means they canno 
agnin play in Hongkong as all 
competitions here are amatcur, 
Will you allow us to make new 
rules to reinstate them an amateurs 
alior adcquave terms of suspension? 
As our decision hns caused con- 
siderable trouble nmongst Chineso 
clubs please reply as poon as 
poxsible.” 

Our rules do not provide for the 
reinstatement of profesnional 
players—in substitution for the old 
practice of reinstatement we RTant 
permits to ennble them to play 
without recoiving remuneration as 
also without requiring them to be 
registered an professionals. See 
our Rule 32. 

The practice .with regard to 
granting these permits to players 
playing under the jurisdiction of 
the Dominion and Colonial Associn- 
tions which are affiliated with os 17 


Tor there Associations to transmit’ 


the application to uy with a recom. 
mendation requesting that a permit 
he granted. A permit fa then sent 
to the Association, 

I rend herewith a dozen forma of 
application, 

This practice han been acceptable

* Dominion and Colonial Associations, 

In your cable you state that there 
players have unwittingly forfeited 
thelr .nmateur status by, reason of 
their having accepted sums of 
money, 

Tt may be that the moncy which 
hax been paid, and the ¢lreum- 
stances connected therewith may be 
such ns may warrant your granting 
players relief upon their refunding 
the money they had improperly re- 
coived—or there may be.other cir- 
‘cumstances which would warrant 
your doing su. 


Adherence to Rules. 


The chairman said that he would 
like to point out for future guidance 
of clubs and players that they should 
adhere strictly to the rules of the 
Hongkong Football ‘Association and 
the rules of the Home Arsociation. 
No doubt touring teams would be 
organised in future, and in the in- 
terests of nll concerned the co-opera- 
tion of the Association should be ob- 
tained. The Associntion would be 
glad to give its co-operation, without 
which disaster and discord would 
result. F 

Mr. Duncan endorsed the _chair- 
man's remarks, and said that if that 
had been done they should not -have 
had the trouble that had occurred.

It is Just possible that if we took 
it upon ourselves to make a rule for 
the reinstatement of amateurs who 
had violated the amateur rule, the 
English F.-A. may nover know of ft 
—or may be if they did they would 
forgot ndout it, and allow us to make 
use of the rule when necessary, but 
as that would not be playing the 
game, 1 would not recommend it. 


From the outset of the case which 
led up to the sending of the cadle to 
the F.A., this Association, through its 
Emergency Committee, Council, and 
Appeals Board, ras mnde n stand on 
principle Le support the rules of tho 
governing body to which we are at. 
filinted. On thnt point I submit we 
had no alternative, as F.A. Rule 4, 
deating with Affilinted Associations, 
mnkes it perfectly clear that we muat! 
conform to the rules and _bractice of 
the English FLA. 

Having made this stand in support 
of the parent body, I think we deserve

Registration Point. 


It is definitely laid down in Rute 
29 ns to what causes o tayer to lose 
his amateur status, ana) it Is really 
most surpriging to find that there ‘is 
no reinstatement rule té work in con- 
function with Rule 29, 

The permit mentioned in the F.A 
letter (Rale 32) is known as Form K. 
and the applicant bas to sign this 
form, which says that he “desires to 
cense playing as a Regiatered Profes- 
sional, etc, etc.” How can-a player 
sign such a form if he has never been 
n Registered Professioral? 

As we have pronounced Measrna. 
Chan and Tso professionals, I am 
afratd they must con.inue as such 
until we find ways and nieans oY hav- 
ing them reinstated as amteurs. 

The Emergency Cormittce’ have

But the development of in- 
ternational trade * consists in 
nothing but the two principles of 
amity and good-will. I believe 
that you, gentlemen, will fully re- 
cognize and believe in the great 
political changes that have taken 
Place in this country .of recent 
years, 48 also the rencetul es- 
tablishment of a new order.

Wo have spent 
Rome Weeks in the great port of 
Shanghal, and we have seen your 
benutiful Peking, and been even 
aa far north us Harbine » but 
throughout all our journeyines in 
your country we have had in onr 
minds the knowledge that there 
was something specinily worth 
while to look forward to. ip 
eur visit te Canton, and to-day 
we have not been disnppointed. 


Spirit of Progress. 

We appreciate very much this 
opportunity of visiting your his- 
torle city and whilst we are great- 
ly interested in your traditions, 
and in seeing the older purts of 
your city, we have ulso good rea- 
son to admire what I may perhapa 
call the New Canton. We have 
at once been struck with the spirit. 
of progress and development 
which we see 80 admirably ex- 
pressed in your new roads and 
public works. While we must 
admire these modern improve- 
ments, we trust that you will 
nlways retain something of tha 
traditions of old Canton, 

It ia only proper that a British

With settled conditions through- 
out China and with a settlement 
of the diMficulties {In your neiyh- 
bouring. province of Kwangsi you 
must, we know, be looking forwar¢ 
to greatly improved conditions, 
and We believe that it is very prob- 
ablo that economic conditions will

The. various Cham- 
bers of Commerce have received 
the distinguished . visitors with 
every mark of courtesy and 
hospitality, It is now Canton’s 
opportunity to extend to. tho 
Mission the hand of goodwill and 
of friendship. EL « the welcome 
which we tender ‘to-dav to our 
illustrious guests, while no less 
hearty than that accorded to them 
in Shanghai, Tientsin, Harbin, 
Peking and Hankow is, however, 
emphasised. by 4 historical as 
well a8 a geographical © back- 
xround. — 

Historically, it will be remem- 
bered that France was the first 
nation given the right to land 
goods at Whampao, the port of 
Canton, jn 1728, but she did not, 
however, avail herself of this 
privilege to any extent. . It re- 
mained for the British merchants 
a few decades Ister to develop 
the foreign trade of Canton, then 
the only port open to foreign 
merchants, It is interesting to 
recall that. in. Emperor Chien 
Lung’s reign, the Directors of 
the East India. Company had re- 
garded the Chinn trade as~ a 
mattér of the highest importance 
“on which not merely the future: 
development, but the annual

While I am confident that the 
Mission will spare no efforts in 
determining the mort effective 
coummeree in China, | venture to 
say tliat differant times suggest 
the use of different methods. 
Thus, we see the Germana are 
breaking away from the shackles 
of time-worn business formulae 
and embarking upon a ney chan- 
nel of activities; by offering to 
finance Chinese industries on a 
co-operative basis along the Yang- 
taze Vasley, We are now told that 
American. and Japanese shipping 
concerns are ready to advance the 
capital for the joint development 
of Chinese commercial navigation 
on conditiona that respect the 
sovereignty and flag of the Chin- 
ese Republic. These poposals are, 
indeed, 1 departuxe from establish- 
ed -precedents, and when materi- 
alized they should build up a solid 
prosperity for the organizers as 
well ns foy the ocuntry. 

In a spirit of mutual helpful- 
ness, 1 would suggest to the Mis- 
sion the consideration of similar 
lines for Sino-British industrial 
co-operation, Apart from ather 
considerations, I, earnestly believe 
that auch joint undertakings can- 
not but benefit both parties, but 
this is a subject that requires 
most careful study by the parties 
concerned. I merely convey the 
idea--I leave it for the Mission and 
the proper Chinese authorities to 
elaborate the essential parts of a 
working plan.

son, Mr. Werbert Phillips (British 
Consul-Genoral) said: . 

I rise to sny n few words of in- 
It scoms Only a short 
time ago that Jrose in this hall 
to Introduce to you the Canadian 
Trade Delegation who were 60 
generously ‘entertained by you. 
and now to-day ] am very proud 
to introduce to you the members 
of the Britikh Heconomfle Mission 
and Cotton Mission to the. Far 
fnst. They have travelled exten- 
sively in Chfpa and their trade 
Investigations have Lrought them 
to this historic city of Canton, tha 
place where Anglo-China trade re- 
lations first started. 

In pagt days our commerce with 
China flourished, but kas declined 
latterly and it is on that account 
that His Majesty’s Government has 
sent this Mission to Chinn to in- 
vestignte the cause and to strive 
to find a remedy. The Mission 
hna lost no tlme in beginning ita 
investigations and J am very grate- 
(ul for the assistance given them 
by your Chamber ot Commerce.’ 

Among the personnel of the 
Misston you will find well known 
representatives of several bran- 
ches of British industry in Great 
Britain, and a reply to the very 
intereating and excellent speech 
made by your chairman to us will 
be made by Sir Ernest Thompson, 
ehairman of the Mission.
